Last week Premier Aberhart 
and Hon, E, C. Manning said that 
probably two more of these 
“Credit Houses” would be opened 
in Edmonton and Calgary, but so 
far there has not been any vis- 
ible opening of the institutions. 
It is promised now they will 
open during this present week. 

Will Provide Trade Marks 

It was explained to the Ed- 
monton and Calgary merchants 
at the meetings held Thursday 
and Friday, respectively, in the 
two cities, that it was planned to 
provide trade marks for Alberta- 
made goods and identifying labels 
for stores co-operating with the 
Government’s new interim plan. 
There were about 200 merchants 
present in Edmonton and reports 
from Calgary state about 300 at- 
tended there. Nine hundred in- 
vitations were sent out to the 
Edmonton gathering.

“Credit House” plan to various

Limit 25 m.p.h. 


All residents of Lacombe and 
district are warned to observe the 
speed limit within the confines of 
the Town of Lacombe. Twenty- 
five miles per hour is the rate of 
speed set by the provincial gov- 
ernment within any town, with 
the speed limit for trucks set at 
20 miles per hour.

Britain and Germany 
(From -the Christian Science Monitor) 


OW much does the Hitler-Chamberlain agree- 


ment mean? In some quarters it is being 
read as an Anglo-German alliance; in others as a 
mere gesture designed to make the partition of 
Czechoslovakia more palatable ;to Englishmen. 

It is neither. It unquestionably expresses a 
sincere aspiration on the part of both signers. 
Herr Hitler has for fifteen years made friendship 
with Britain the key to his foreign policy. Mr. 
Chamberlain has sacrificed much to his convic- 
tion that by consultation a way can and must be 
found for Germany and Britain to live together 
peaceably. Their hasty and informal agreement 
states a basic fact—British-German relations are 
of first importance for Europe. There can hardly 
be another world war in the visible future if their 
differences can be ironed out. Instinctive under- 
Standing of that fact causes the peoples of both 
countries to give eager support to the hopes of 
their leaders. 


Who Will be the Next Victim? 


AST year the Fire Demon numbered among 

his victims in Canada 246 men, women and 
children, However gloomy a picture this brings 
hefore our mind’s eye, it is brightened somewhat 
in the fact that this was a reduction of 161 over 
the previous year. In 1936, 189 chilren lost their 
lives by fire, while in 1937, 105 children’s lives 
were claimed. This is a staggering admission and 
the responsibility for such tragedies can in many 
cases be laid directly to the negligence of parents 
who.far too often leave their helpless little ones 
alone in the house while they visit neighbors or 
g0 to a show. These holocausts frequently occur 
in rural districts where neighbors are long dis- 
tances away and the parents are unable to reach 
their burning home in time to save their children 
from a horrible death. 

Every parent should realize that it is his duty 
to teach his children the principles of fire pre- 
vention. They should not be allowed to play with 
fire, matches should be kept out of their reach 
and playing with celluloid toys should be discour- 
aged. By a strict adherence to the use of common 
sense, parents can thus save themselves the bitter 
anguish and life-long regret which must be ever- 
present when a child perishes by their neglect.

this. subject, especially as so many incorrect state- 
ments are being made to justify the crucifixion of 
the Czechs. 


It is always stimulating to one’s vanity to 
find a great personage uttering exactly the senti- 
ments one has already penned, Wickham Steed 
was for years editor of one of the greatest and 
most sane English newspapers, the London ‘Times.’ 
So, it was with much pleastre that I read -an ex- 
cerpt in the “Western Farm Leader,” quoted from 
the Winnipeg “Free Press,” under his signature, 
and very appropriately headed “The Capitula- 
tion.” 

. Last week I pictured Czechoslovakia as a vic- 
tim, about ‘to be chopped up; Mr. Steed speaks of 
“presenting Hitler, without a struggle, with the 
mutilated body of his victim.” I would like to 


‘ quote the whole of the excerpt I read, but-I sup- 


pose it might'be taken for ‘4 sign of laziness! The 
first sentence is extremely enlightening: “The rea- 
son why the Czechs were first singled out for de- 
struction is not the sufferings, real or imagined, 
of the Sudetens, but the Czechs stood as the first 
obstacle: in German ambitions.” This column has 
pointed out time and time again that the German 
objective went further than Czechoslovakia—on 
to the oil fields of Rumania, and the vast. agri= 
cultural areas of the Ukraine. The excerpt from 
Mr, Steed’s article finishes with these words, “My 
view is this capitulation makes a great war inev- 
itable unless we (the democratic nations) our- 
selves surrender. When war comes, we will be 
friendless and discredited, instead of being, as 
we might have been, liberators of Western civili- 
zation, defenders of freedom and a bulwark for 
assured peace.” 

A French éxpert on foreign affairs wrote, 
after the signing of the “Four-Power Pact,” that 

“no competent observer of international affairs, 
although relieved from immediate anxiety, could 
share in the popular rejoicing.” 

The attitude that Germany was only fighting 
for: what was really hers, shows a lack of under- 
standing of the fundamental questions involved in 
this dispute. 

I lived for a year te Teschen, Ober-Schlesien, 
one of the regions in dispute, and although this 
rich district. belonged to the Austrian Empire, the 
German speaking people were in the minority, al- 
though they compelled the rest of the population 
to use their Janguage. The Germans were the 
white-collar’ overlords, and the Bohemians, ‘the 
Czechs and Poles the servants, 

The Treaty of Versailles was full of mistakes, 
but, THIS mistake was of much earlier date, in 
that this country should NEVER have been in the 
Austrian Empire. There is the root of the whole 
thing; the trouble is not twenty years old, but 
five times that, and more. 

On the radio, reports are coming through that 
more towns:are being occupied by the Germans 
than the “Four-Power Pact” agreed upon. Isn’t 
this to be expected? Czechoslovakia stands in the 
way of German ambitions and she will be anni- 
hilated by “fair” means or foul. 

Why does this country, thousands of miles 
away, mean so much to all thinking folk, and why 
does its problem disturb us so much? Is it not 
because it is really just a repetition of 1914? A 
small country was attacked then, and the world 
was told that no decent person would stand by 
and see a smaller nation annihilated. Our chival- 
ry was appealed to, and it responded by the lay- 
ing down of thousands and thousands of young 
lives on Flanders Fields. Our sense of chivalry 
is the same today, and it is moved to vast pity 
for an innocent victim, that our leaders today tell 
us is to be left, and allowed to die in agony— 
alone! 

Arbitration and round table talks ‘could help 
to avert war, but when one side is not allowed to 
be present at such deliberations, what permanent 
security is gained? 

The whole idea of arbitration is in line with 
the vision embodied in the League of Nations. 
People may scoff at the League, but the whole 
foundation of that body was a table around which 
all the nations of the world could gather and dis- 
cuss their various grievances and problems. Why 
has it failed? It has only failed because nations 
of the world have failed it. They grew greedy 
and coveted their neighbour’s property. This not 
being permissible to League members, they left 
the League, and TOOK their neighbor’s property. 

The fault does not lie in the League of Na- 
tions itself, but in the members, the ex-members 
and the non-members of the League. How far 
from the high ideals that gave birth to the League 
are these “Four-Power Pacts,” where four na- 
tions meet, and say what they intend to force a 
fifth to do! Rather far removed from British 
ideas of justice! 

It doesn’t matter if it is Czechoslovakia, Aus- 
tria, Abyssinia, Spain, China or any other coun- 
try, the principle of the whole thing is wrong— 
dead wrong; “might” taking the place of “right.” 
Aren't we civilized yet? Must we for al) time 
bow down to force as the only arbitrator of our 
destinies? Heaven forfend! 


“The diplomatic machinations of the Western 
democracies are only evidence of their faith that 
it is better that the Napi ideology should perish 
of its own disease—rather than be murdered by 
outside democracy, and that they are prepared to 
stretch every nerve to spare the world, including 
the German people, a_catastrophe.’—Dorothy

“Where can J obtain a large * 


quantity of reasonably good seed 
of the variety I want? I cannot 
afford to buy Registered or Cer- 
tified seed for the two or three 
hundred acres that I shall sow.” 

I am receiving many queries 
like this from farmers who de- 
sire to. change to. a new variety 
over their whole farm. 

My advice to those who re- 
quire a large quantity of good 
seed and of good quality, is that 
they should enquire from their 
Elevator Agent for the names of 
their neighbors whose samples 
graded an “A” this summer in the 
“Crop Testing Plan” plots. 

“Crop Testing Plan” “A” stock 
is true-to-variety to a 'good 
standard of excellence, and pass- 
ing the test “A” is becoming more 
and more recognized as a mark 
of good seed; moreover, farmers 
who have stocks in their bins 
which graded “A” are usually 
willing to sell to their neighbors 
for a very small premium, 

This year’s “Crop Testing 
Plan” work revealed about ten 
who had “A” stocks of Thatcher, 
Renown, Apex, Red Bobs, Garnet, 
Reward or Marquis. 

Such “A” men, by selling to 
their - neighbors, are certainly 
helping to improve the welfare 
of their fellow farmers.

BOSTON BAKED BEANS — Two cups dried 
beans, %4 teaspoon pepper, 1 small onion, 
% cup dark corn syrup, 4 teaspoon soda, 
% teaspoon salt, % teaspoon mustard, 2 
ounces salt pork. 
Wash the beans in several waters and let them 
soak in cold water overnight. Add the baking 
soda, and cook in the soaking water until the 
skins begin to loosen. Slice the salt pork and 
place one-half of it in the bottom of a bean pot, 
or crock. Add half of the beans and sprinkle 
over them half the seasoning. Add the rest of 
beans and the remaining seasoning. Peel the 
onion and bury it in the beans, Now, over the 
top, drizzle the syrup. Spread the rest of the 
sliced salt pork also over the top, and add just 
enough boiling water to seep down to the bot- 
Pei, ml not too much. Cover and bake in a 
slow oven [300 degrees F.] for about four hours, 
or until the beans are dark and mealy, and the

Explains New 


Credit Scheme to Citizens 


By T. B. WINDROSS 


EDMONTON, Alta.—Light was 
thrown on the Alberta Govern- 
ment’s new plan for issuing 


past week, but not enough light 
to make the plan understandable 
or to solve the mystery. of how 
the money deposited by those 
“customers” of the new credit 
houses is to be refunded or -the 
credit slips redeemed. Premier 
Aberhart in a statement to the 
press enlarged greatly on the 
way the press is “misrepresent- 
ing” the Government’s scheme, 
but when he was through he had 
made confusion more confounded. 

Five “credit houses” were 
opened lately at Grande Prairie, 
St. Paul; Rocky Mountain House, 
Killam and Andrew. . At each 
place cabinet ministers or promi- 
nent Social Credit members of the 
legislature officiated at the open- 
ing ceremonies, 

Some indication of the support 
being given. to this new “credit” 
scheme of Premier Aberhart’s, 
designed to “increase purchasing 
power and encourage the manu- 
facture and sale of Alberta-made 
goods,” may be learned from the 
fact that reports from the five 
points where the scheme was in- 
augurated. show that at Grande 
Prairie five accounts were opened 
and two contracts to accept the 
“credit slips” were signed by 
merchants. At Andrew it was 
stated at the “credit house” on 
Saturday that 25 persons had 
opened accounts ranging from 
$10 to $100. Here it was stated 
18 merchants had signed the con- 
tract. 

Pay Under Protest 

Just as the British and allied 
governments agreed to grant 
some demands to Germany last 
week in order to prevent aggres- 
sion as a means of preserving 
peace, so the banks agreed to 
meet, at least temporarily, sub- 
ject to conference and possibly a 
test case, the demand of the Goy- 
ernment for extra taxation of the 
banks, It was agreed to pay 
over to the Alberta Government

WILL REQUIRE LARGE 
AMOUNT OF WHEAT
